And weep you will 
when you find what your new assessed valuation of your land has become. Remember, we told you 
several weeks ago that the assessed valuation of the land of the City of Sierra Madre had now come 
under the new Assessor’s formula, and that it had been increased over 4 million dollars in one year, and 
that approximatly $800,000.00 of this was new construction . . . Where do you think the increase came 
from? Go immediately to City Hall and take your tax bill with you. Then, and only then, will you real¬ 
ize where the balance came from ... it came from you, Mr. and Mrs. Sierra Madre Property Owner. 

We have not had the op¬ 
portunity of checking too 
many of the new assess¬ 
ments, but those that wo 
have checked have caused 
us to have a sickening 
heart, for we know what is 
going to happen next No¬ 
vember when you receive 
your tax bill for the com¬ 
ing year. 

One instance given us was 
of an 82-year-oid lady. Her 
home was built about 1889, 
and completely remodeled 
about 1936. Her valuation 
was increased 70%, SEVEN¬ 
TY PER CENT, mind you. 
This family now knows that 
they will pay around 
$4,000.00 more taxes this 
coming year than last year. 

Another retired lady 
checked out her property, 
and on rental property found 
that the valuation had been 
increased 225% . . . Others 
have been recorded from 300 
to 375% . . . How long will 
it be before we are NOT 
owners anymore? 

I have checked out my 
property on Toyon Road, and 
ali of the neighbors along 
with mo. These homes are 
but two years oid. They 
have been subjected to the 
new formula for several 
years, but the land values 
wore raised and the im¬ 
provements lowered until an 
overall general increase of 
12%% is evident. 

Now just what does this 
12%% mean in the way of 
money that we are going to 
have to pay? . . .

another thing, and one that 
is generally found in the 
smaller publications of our 
land.

In crusading, or taking up 
a certain problem of an 
area, an editor merely takes 
the facts as he sees them 
and writes them as he be¬ 
lieves them. If the reader 
docs not go along with the 
editor’s beliefs, after a pe¬ 
riod of time, the Publisher 
will fire him, and he mere¬ 
ly picks up his hat and 
moves to a location that 
may be more adaptable to 
his thinking and his be¬ 
liefs.

A Publisher of course is 
the right hand man of the 
owner or owners of the pub¬ 
lication. It is his job to see 
to it that the policies of the 
owners are very closely fol¬ 
lowed. He is the coordinator 
of the entire publication 
and merely sets forth the 
rules that are handed down 
to him and sees that they 
are carried out to the letter. 
He, of course, removes those 
who do not endorse and be¬ 
lieve in these rules and or¬ 
ders.

Should the Phtblisher fall 
in his position, then he of 
course is removed and he, 
likewise, picks up his hat 
and moves to greener pas¬ 
tures.

The Owners, most gener¬ 
ally, are retired persons, or 
stockholders who have in¬ 
terests in other financial 
situations, and own a news¬ 
paper because of prestige or 
political reasons. Generally, 
he is not very active in the 
publication of the news¬ 
paper only in that It serves 
the purpose for which he 
owns it. 'When a publica¬ 
tion ceases to serve his pur¬ 
pose, or Is not making mon¬ 
ey for him, or it is creating 
too many problems for him, 
he either puts his stock or 
his interest on the market, 
sells out and invests his 
capital in some other en¬ 
terprise . . . but

Unprecedented distances 
in space are involved in this 
mission. At launch, the 
Mariners will be aimed 
along a trajectory between 
the orbits of Earth and 
Mars, which will be some 
350 million miles long. At 
time of encounter, Mars and 
Earth will be about 150 mil¬ 
lion miles apart. 

The Mariner Mars space¬ 
craft will weigh approxi¬ 
mately 570 pounds with a 
span of 22 feet, panel ex¬ 
tended, and a height of 9% 
feet. Flight times vary, rel¬ 
ative to day of launch, from 
7% months to 8% months 
with an additional three 
weeks of flight beyond the 
planet needed to return 
data.

1. High frequency radio 
communication. The com¬ 
munication distance of more 
than 150 million miles. This 
compares with 53.9 million 
miles achieved for the 1962 
Mariner 11 Venus mission. 

2. A midcourse guidance 
rocket engine that can be 
fired twice. Earlier space¬ 
craft have not had a re-start 
capability. 

3. First use of the Agena- 
D second stage and first use 
of the Atlas-D with many 
improvements. 

4. First use of the star 
Canopus for spacecraft atti¬ 
tude reference.

IHE NEED FOR A NATIONAL OBJECTIVE OF VICTORY IN THE COLD WAR ★ ★ ★ ★ ★ 


The above statement of our late President sets forth a wish and a goal which can be shared by 
all Americans. 

Standing between wish and reality, however, is the Communist Bloc’s War for world domination. 
Its goal, stated again and again, is total victory for World Communism and the subjugation of 
all the peoples of the world. 

The two goals are irreconcilable. 

We agree with the above^ assessment by all governors that "only one side will emerge victorious". 
Americans must determine that out slde--the side of freedom—wiil be the one that is victorious. 

To achieve peace and to keep our freedom the United States needs a national objective of victory 
in the Cold War. Only by winning the Cold War can we achieve peace with freedom. 

A policy of conciliation and accommodation can never be effective in dealing with a dictator-ag¬ 
gressor. History shows that this can be no more effective in dealing with Khrushchev than it 
was in dealing with Hitler. 

Thus, the Communists have been winning the Cold War because United States policy; 

Is a defensive policy, with all this implies strategically and psychologically. It abandons the 
initiative to the Communists and allows them to choose the field of battle. It compels us to react 
rather than act. It abandons our anti-Communist allies within the Communist Empire. It weakens 
the belief of fence-sitters” in our ultimate victory and dismays some of our most loyal friends. 
It saps our will to make sacrifices, raises false hopes and encourages national complacency. 


Provides no real inducement to the Communists to stop the Cold War. The belief that the 
United States will never take the offensive assures the Reds that they can pursue their objective 
without risk to themselves. They have the world to win and nothing to lose by continuinf: ''' • 
the Cold War against us, their passive adversary. 

3, Falls to make use of our national power while we still have it. The United States is still the 
strongest nation in the world. Our military, economic, industrial and technological capabilities ex¬ 
ceed those of any country on the face of the globe. At present, victory can be won without nuclear 
war. While the United States has the military capacity to win a hot war, no aggressor will dare 
start a hot war. Thus, it is urgent that we win the Cold War before the Communists achieve a tech¬ 
nological breakthrough which may reverse this balance of power. 

Unless the United State' —’opts an affirmative Cold War policy, it will continue to lose the Cold 
War in the same way i football team would lose if it were prohibited from crossing the 50- 
yard line. 

We believe that all Americans must rise above partisanship and work together in meeting the Com¬ 
munist challenge to American freedom. We believe that the vast majority of the American people 
want to retain their freedom by winning the Cold War and are willing to work and to make sacri¬ 
fices for this goal. How about you?

Two-Cent 
Tax By ■

A two-cent tax rate for 
the 1964-65 fiscal year has 
been set by the board of di¬ 
rectors of Upper San Gab¬ 
riel Valley Municipal Water 
District at its August 18 
meeting in El Monte. Total 
assessed valuation of the 
District, which includes 15 
Valley cities, is listed at 855 
million dollars. 

The entire amount collect¬ 
ed by the District will be 
used to purchase Colorado 
River water for replenishing 
the San Gabriel Valley 
basin, according to Frank E. 
Vachon, district president. 
Routine operating expenses 
of the Upper District for the 
coming fiscal year will be 
paid out of fund set aside 
for that purpose from pre¬ 
vious years’ taxes. 

With water tables in the 
Valley at their lowest level 
in history, the need for sup¬ 
plemental water is acute, 
Vachon said. 

The replenishment water, 
to be purchased from the 
Metropolitan Water District 
of Southern California, will 
be released in the local 
basin in the late fall. The 
water wil be put into the 
San Gabriel River, south of 
San Bernardino Road, in 
El Monte. Flow of the water 
will be retarded by means 
of hook levies, to gain the 
maximum spreading bene¬ 
fit. 

A historic “first” for the 
Valley, the purchase and re¬ 
lease of high-quality sup¬ 
plemental water by Upper 
San Gabriel Valley Munici¬ 
pal Water District marks 
the first step in a long- 
range program of basin re¬ 
plenishment, the chief pur¬ 
pose for which the District 
was organized in 1960.
